The rioters who went up the Fanbourg nssem-
bled In the Rue de 'Orlllon, and made there a
barricade with the materials brought together
for thie congtruction of a church. They held
their ground Uil half-past 1 o'clock. They were
then three times summoned to retire, and the
barrieade was taken by the Garde Munieipale.
A plstol was fired, and ot the second summcns
o mon broke the gun ol a quartermaster with o
gingle blow of an iron bar. Another barricades,
constructed of night-carts, at the corner of the
Rue 8t Maur, was tuken ot the same time, no
reelstance helng made,

A band of five hundred Insurgents burst into
the Place da Chateau 'Ea, about 10 o'clock,
crying oul—**A bas los agsagsing " “A bhas 'Bm-
pire!" The brawlers were dispersed by the
sergents-de<ville,  Some two thousand rioters
who shonted *“*Vive In Republiique!” **Vive
Rochefort " and also threatoned to march to
the Marscillaise office, were also dis-
perzad by the police; and a man who earried a
red fing at the head of the troop was arrested.
About midoight the shop of M. Lefancheux
was tacked. Two hundred revolvers and
twelve hondred cartridges were geized. The in-
surgents were dislodged by the Garde de oris.
One hundred and thiriy-six persona in all have
been arrested, many of whom enrried revolvers
and cartridges. The revolt seems o have been
batched in the ofiice of the Marseillaise, the
centre of action of the entire movement. The
persons arrested are confined in the Conclerge-
tle, and are now undergolug interrogation by
the Commissaries de Police.

Some of the writers in the Marseillaise were
arrested last night, or rather this morniog, on
leaving thelr office; but the paper was sold as
usual on the boulevards, fifty contimes being
charged for it instead of fifteen, It contalns
nothing particular, however, excopt a short
nocount of Rocheforl’s arrest, and a bold defi-
unce of the Government. To give you some
iden of the eunddenness of the movement last
uight I may mention that, up to midnight, no-
body had heard even of the arrest of M. Roche-
fort, and the boulevards, from the Porte Bt
Martin to the Madeleine, wore their usual bright
n\l_nl earcless aspect.— Correspondence London
